Paritane, who being a very vertuous Gentlewoman 
and of good quality, onely the hatred of Religion 
was it which provoked them to ſuch ignominious 
language,which by thoſe popiſh Cavaleeres is proſe - 
cuted under the nams of Round-head, as it hath 
bzene by the Pcelaticall Clergy, under the name of 
Paritane.

To the end that no man may be miſled through ignorance, 
the Lords and Commons in parliament declare, That all ſuch 
perſons as ſhall, upon = pretence whatſoever, aſſiſt His Ma- 
jeſty in this warre, with Horſe, Armes, Plate or Money , are 
Traytors to His Majeſty, the Parliament, and the Kingdome, 
=_ fhall be brought to condigne puniſbment for ſo high an 
oftence.
